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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicants' response and a declaration dated 07/27/2004 have been received and 
entered. 

Claims 1 and 3 are pending in the application. 

Reasons for Allowance 

1. Claims 1 and 3 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The references of record neither disclose nor make obvious a liquid crystal shutter 
comprising a liquid crystal device having a twist angle of greater than 180° and less than 
or equal to 260° and a pair of polarizing plates between which are sandwiched a first 
transparent substrate and a second transparent substrate, the polarizing plates having 
respective absorption axes which are orthogonal to each other, the absorption axes of the 
polarizing plates being angle with a range of ±40° to ±50° relative to a direction in which 
intermediate liquid crystal molecules are orientated, the direction indicating a direction of 
orientation of the liquid crystal in an intermediate portion in a direction of thickness of 
the liquid crystal device as set forth in claim 1.
